As  headings  and  subdivisions  are  more  fully 
developed  under  English  than  under  the  other  literatures,  subdi- 
visions (with  the  exception  of  the  period  divisions)  have  been 
given  for  English  literature.  English  poetry,  etc.,  only.  They 
may  be  introduced  when  desirable  under  the  other  literatures; 
the  specifications  (Collections),  (Selections:  Extracts,  etc.)  for 
example,  may  be  added,  when  it  is  desired  to  separate  form  from 
subject  proper.
